DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mera et al. (US 4,122,376). 

Regarding claim 1 , Mera ('376) teaches in figure 3 and in column 4, line 10 
through column 8, line 37 an electronic apparatus, comprising: a case having a 
transparent member (1 1) that defines one surface; and a luminescent panel formed in 
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the case, the transparent member having electrodes (18) over the one surface and 
being integrated with the luminescent panel. 

Regarding claim 2, Mera ('376) teaches the luminescent panel being a 
transparent panel that includes a transparent component (transparent member 11). 

Regarding claim 6, Mera ('376) teaches an electronic apparatus, comprising: 
a luminescent panel; and a case that houses the luminescent panel, the case being 
evacuated. 

6. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakaguchi et al. (US 5,990,615). 

Regarding claim 5, Sakaguchi ('61 5) teaches in figures 1 and 2 an electronic 
apparatus comprising: a luminescent panel; and a case that houses the luminescent 
panel, the case being filled with an inactive gas (argon). 

Regarding claim 6, Sakaguchi ('615) teaches an electronic apparatus, 
comprising: a luminescent panel; and a case that houses the luminescent panel, the 
case being evacuated. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3, 4, and 7-10 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
